Ererythlog else except the appropria- 
tion bills and the army reorgaqizatlon 
bill will go by the boards in the final 
crush. 

A few minor bills may go through 
by unanimous cobieot, but there Is no 
longer any time for the consideration 
of important general measures. The 
bill for the government of Hawaii has 
bten abandoDcd, and aHbough th? 
friends of the public building bills fa<- 
vorably acted upon In committee of 
the whole 10 days ago still cherish a 
lingering hope that time will be given 
fW their consideration in the house, 
tVt ehince is so insignificant that it is 
barely worth mentioning. 

Hundreds of blljs will die on the 
calendar. Although the fear of an 
extra session practically disappearsd 
with the agreement In the senate upon 
the army reorganization bill, it wll) 
require the most arduous labor to get 
through the appropriation bills and 
cpoference rjeports before the curtain 
fallil next Saturday. 

The actual physical work of engross- 
ing eight or 10 big appropriation bills 
during the last 40 hours will nnessi- 
tate a large temporary addition to the 
engrossing force. The engrossment 
of l>ills is done at the gOTernmtn't 
printing ofllce when no special exi- 
gency exists, but by a special resolu- 
tioi|, .passed Friday permission to, ea- 
grofi by, band during the remainder 
of Uie seeaion was given, 
."ffie state of the approprfation bills 
is such that the situation might well 
cause alarm were it not for the almost 
universal desire on both sides of . the 
h9uae to obviate the necessity of an 
extra aefaion of congress: Only three 
of the 14 SttMly bills have gone to the 
president — the t>ensi()n, military acad- 
emy and eoiiKiular atui diplomatic. SIX 
have passed both houses. 

Five ct iht§t. the leglalatlTe. axM- 
utive Md Judicial, ihe, poatofllee, the 
agricultural, tMstftct of Columbia and 
Indian, are in conftMence. where the 
representativee of the two houses are 
seeking to adjusf the differences. The 
oitker, the river and l>arb<>r, has been 
rnt'ttii to the river and harbor com- 
mittee of the house.

M. OoerM. niaMKger of the newsphper 
Anti-Julf; Messrs. De Vaux. Buffet. 
Robert De Chavllly, Thiebaud. Ho 
Monlcourt, seiretary to the Due d'Or- 
leans; Dubuc, president of the Young 
Anti-Semltea and Cbmta lilirlk de 
Pooteves. 

The confidential letters Indicated 
that the warrants aimed to discover 
the existence of any political action 
or the part of the Anti-Semitic league 
OrJLtf .relations With the Royalist or 
BOQapairtlst committees or with other 
leagues. No incident occurred In the 
course of the doiplclliary visits. 

M. Buffet, who represents the Due 
d'Orleana,, vigoreualy jirotestod agaiast 
the violation /oi hta domicile and dei 
clared that thf. Royalist party would 
always conspire, even If threatened 
with imprisonment. Many documents 
were seized at M. Buffet's residence. 

Quantities of propagandist pamph- 
let and portraits of the Due d'Or 
leans, a list of members of the Royal- 
ist committee and voluminous corre- 
spondence were seized at the head- 
quarters of the Royalist committee In 
the Pauborg St Honore and at the res- 
IdeneeoTComteinibrain de Ponteves.

Feb. 27.— Mr. Kipling's 
condition Is serious. Dr Janeway ar- 
rived at the Hotel Grenoble at 3:30 p. 
uj. and as he was not expected until 
later in the afternoon, it looked aa U 
there had been a sudden change for 
the worse and that the physician had 
been called. He remained in the hotei 
until 4:i,'j and than left, ratontit ui 
half an hour. 

Almoet at the same time an oxygen 
tank was brought to the hotel and 
taken up to the Kipling apartments. 
That the oxygen was to be adminis- 
tered was admitted by Dr. Janeway. 
This is heroic treatment and is resort- 
ed to only in extreme caaes. Both Or. 
Janeway and Dr. Dunham were with 
Mr Kipling alfemately threap tka 

night. 

Dr. Dunham came from the sUk 
chamber soon after 11 a. m. His wife 
is a sister of Mrs. Kipling.
